Greeting: 


In the name of the Commonwealth aforesaid, you are 
hereby required to notify and warn the inhabitants of said 
Town qualified by law to vote in Town affairs to meet at the 
Town Hall on Monday, the first day of March next, punctually 
at 9.00 o’clock in the forenoon (the polls may be closed at 1 
o’clock in the afternoon on said day of meeting), to act upon 
the following articles, namely: 


Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Article 2. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
year ensuing, including the following officers: Town Clerk, 
Treasurer, Collector, Auditor, one Selectman for three years, 
one Road Commissioner for three years, one Assessor for three 
years, one member of the School Committee for three years, 
five Constables, one Library Trustee for three years, one Park 
Commissioner for three years, Tree Warden, and one member 
of the Board of Commissioners of Trust Funds for three 
years. 


Article 8. To hear and act upon the report of the 
Selectmen, Board of Public Welfare, School Committee, 
Engineers of the Fire Department, and any other officers and 
committees of said Town. 


Article 4. To raise and appropriate or appropriate from 
any surplus or available funds in the treasury, such sum or 
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sums of money as may be deemed necessary to defray Town 
charges for the ensuing year. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to bor-

REPORT OF THE 
HOPEDALE TOWN FINANCE COMMITTEE. 


Mr. Moderator: 


At a meeting of the Hopedale Town Finance Committee 
held Friday, June 25, 1948 the question of appropriations to 
be considered at a Town Meeting to be held Thursday, July 1, 
1948 was presented. Mr. A. A. Lovejoy, Jr., Clerk of the 
Hopedale Town Finance Committee was instructed to present 
at the Town Meeting the following recommendations: 
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That the Town issue bonds in the total amount of 
$275,000.00 as referred to in Article 5 of the Warrant and that 
the entire proceeds thereof be appropriated to the purposes 
specified in said Article 5. 


That the sum of $3,000.00 be appropriated from any 
surplus or available funds in the hands of the Treasurer for 
the expenses of operations and maintenance of the Town 
water supply and distribution system as referred to in Article 
7 of the Warrant. 


That the Town appropriate all income of the Town water 
supply and distribution system to defray the operating ex- 
penses and carrying charges of such system as referred to in 
Article 8 of the Warrant.

Voted: Unanimously, that the Town accept the report of 
the Finance Committee as read by Mr. A. A. Lovejoy, Jr., the 
Clerk of said Committee. 


Article 3. Voted: Unanimously, that the Town of Hope- 
dale purchase such property of the Milford Water Company as 
may be located in the Town and the rights and privileges 
to sell and distribute water in the Town as_ authorized 
by Section 1 of Chapter 568 of the Acts of 1948 of 
the General Court of Massachusetts and hereby authorizes the 
Board of Selectmen to approve and fix the terms of the pur- 
chase including the determination of the exact price therefor, 
provided that the price shall not in any event exceed the sum 
of one hundred twenty-five thousand dollars ($125,000.00), 
and including the execution, acknowledgment and acceptance 
of a proper instrument of conveyance and transfer from the 
Milford Water Company of said property. 
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Article 4. Voted: Unanimously, that the Town estab- 
lish and acquire within its limits a source of water supply, 
including a ground water source, pumping, purification and 
storage facilities and connections therefrom to the Town 
water distribution system, the necessary land and easements 
and the necessary supplies, construction and equipment; and 
that the Selectmen be and hereby are instructed, authorized 
and empowered to do all lawful acts which they may consider 
necessary in connection therewith, including the approval and 
adoption of plans and specifications therefor, the taking or 
purchase of a ground water source and the necessary lands 
and easements, the purchase of materials, equipment and sup- 
plies, and the making in the name and behalf of the Town of 
such contract or contracts as they shall determine to be proper 
in accomplishing all the foregoing. 


Article 5. Voted: Unanimously, that the Town issue 
bonds or notes to the full amount of One Hundred Thousand 
Dollars ($100,000.00) and in the manner authorized by Sec- 
tion 2 of Chapter 568 of the Acts of 1948 of the General Court 
of Massachusetts for the purpose of paying in so far as is 
possible by that means the necessary expenses and liabilities 
to be incurred by the Town in purchasing the corporate prop- 
erty, rights and privileges of the Milford Water Company and 
any additional costs, other than costs of operation and main- 
tenance, of supplying the Town and its inhabitants with 
water; and that the Town issue bonds or notes as authorized 
by Chapter 44 of the General Laws to the amount of One 
Hundred Seventy-five Thousand Dollars ($175,000.00) for the 
same purposes; and that the Town Treasurer with the ap- 
proval of the Board of Selectmen be authorized to issue said 
bonds as soon as practicable and to determine all the terms 
and conditions of said bonds within the limits set forth in the 
applicable provisions of Chapter 44 of the General Laws of 
Massachusetts and in Section 2 of Chapter 568 of the said Acts 
of 1948; and that the proceeds of said bonds be appropriated 
to said purposes. 
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Article 6. Voted: Unanimously, that the Town hereby 
authorizes the Board of Selectmen to act as Water Commis- 
sioners, in accordance with Sections 69, 69A and 69B of 
Chapter 41 of the General Laws of Massachusetts, with all the 
powers and duties of such Commissioners including the power 
to appoint a superintendent of the Water Department. 


Article 7. Voted: Unanimously, that the Town appro- 
priate from any surplus or available funds in the hands of the 
Treasurer the sum of Three Thousand Dollars ($3,000.00) for 
the purpose of providing for immediate expenses of operation 
and maintenance of the Town water supply and distribution 
system. 


Article 8. Voted: Unanimously, that the Town hereby 
appropriates all income or revenues derived by the sale of 
water or otherwise by the water supply and distribution 
system to defray as far as possible all operating expenses and 
carrying charges of such system including but not limited to 
interest charges and payments on the principal as they accrue 
upon any bonds or notes issued for the purpose of purchasing, 
constructing, operating, and/or maintaining any such water 
supply and distribution system. 


Article 9. Voted: Unanimously, that the Town hereby 
authorizes the Board of Selectmen to enter into a contract or 
contracts with the Milford Water Company; providing for the 
purchase from the Milford Water Company of a supply of 
water sufficient to supply the Town for a period lasting until 
the water supply and distribution system of the Town is com- 
pleted and ready to operate, and the price therefor; providing 
further for the permanent supply of the present water mains 
on South Main Street with water from the Milford Water 
Company supply system, and the price therefor; and provid- 
ing further for a permanent mutual stand-by system by which 
the Milford Water Company will supply the Town, or the 
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Town will supply the Milford Water Company, with water if 
at any time either system becomes inoperative or deficient, 
and the price therefor, if any. 


Voted: To adjourn and the warrant dissolved.

VITAL STATISTICS. 


Parents and others are requested to carefully examine 
the following lists and if any errors or omissions are dis- 
covered report them at once to the town clerk, that the record 
may be corrected, as it is of importance that the record of 
Vital Statistics should be complete. Herewith are extracts 
from the General Laws of Massachusetts, Chapter 46. 


Section 3. Every physician, or hospital medical officer 
registered under Section nine of Chapter one hundred and 
twelve, in this chapter called officer, shall keep a record of 
the birth of every child in cases of which he was in charge, 
showing date and place of birth, the name, if any, of the child, 
its sex and color, the name, age, birthplace, occupation and 
residence (including the street number, if any) of each 
parent, the maiden name of the mother and the name of the 
physician or officer, if any, personally attending the birth. 
If the child is illegitimate, the name of and other facts 
relating to the father shall not be set forth except upon 
written request of both the father and mother. Said physi- 
cian or officer shall, within fifteen days after such birth, mail 
or deliver to the clerk or register of the town where such 
birth occurred, a report stating the facts herein above re- 
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quired to be shown on said record and also the said written 
request, if any; provided, that if said report is not so made 
within forty-eight hours after such birth, said physician or 
oiticer shall, within said forty-eight hours, mail or deliver to 
said clerk, or registrar a notice stating the date and place of 
the birth, the street number, if any, the ward number, if in 
a city, and the family name. Upon presentation to him of a 
certificate of the town clerk stating that any such birth has 
been duly reported, the town treasurer shall pay to such physi- 
cian or officer a fee of twenty-five cents for each birth so re- 
ported. Any physician or any such officer violating any 
provision of this section shall forfeit not more than twenty- 
five dollars. 


Section 4. A member or servant of a family in which 
a child is born, having knowledge of the facts required for 
record relative to such births, shall furnish the same upon 
request of the clerk of the town where such child was born 
or its parents reside, or of any person authorized by him. 
Such member or servant refusing to furnish such facts 
shall be punished by fine not exceeding ten dollars. 


Section 6. Parents, within forty days after the birth of 
a child, and every householder, within forty days after a 
birth in his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to 
the clerk of the town where such child is born. Every 
householder in whose house a death occurs and the oldest 
next of kin of a deceased person in the town where the death 
occurs shall, within five days thereafter, cause notice there- 
of to be given to the board of health.

During the summer of 1948, the general attendance at 
the bathhouse dropped some in comparison with prior years, 
but the attendance for the classes, and the size of the classes 
increased over earlier years. The drop in total attendance 
was undoubtedly due to the presence of great quantities of 
weeds in the pond, as many complaints of dirty water due to 
weeds were registered during the summer. This condition 
has been brought to the attention of Draper Corporation, 
which has jurisdiction over the pond, and the Park Commis- 
sioners are hopeful that the weeds will be cleaned up before 
the 1949 Season. The increase in the size of the classes was 
particularly marked among the younger children. It is ex- 
pected that the number in the beginners and intermediate 
classes will continue to increase for the next few years, due 
to the great increase in the number of small children in the 
town. About 250 children were in the various swimming 
classes, and the following number successfully passed their 
tests :

The tremendous increase in younger children in the town, 
as indicated by the size of swimming classes, as well as the 
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fact that there were unused facilities in the Town Park, led 
to the introduction of a supervised play period. This was 
conducted on an experimental basis only. Attendance was 
very good, averaging approximately 100 each morning. The 
Park Commissioners have under consideration now a project 
calling for the purchase and installation of additional play- 
ground equipment in the way of swings, jungle gyms, hori- 
zontal bars, etc. for further development of the supervised 
summer play period. An extension of the playground facili- 
ties by the installation of the above equipment would fill a 
large gap in the needs of the town. 


The woodland program commented upon in the Park 
Commissioners’ 1947 Report was put into operation during 
the year 1948. A bulldozer cleared and levelled the main road 
running around the edge of the pond. Hills were levelled off, 
soft and boggy spots filled in, and where possible the road was 
straightened out. The result is a comparatively good road 
circling the pond and making the total area accessible for fire 
fighting equipment. The roads leading to the fireplaces in 
the woodlands. are now open, and residents may drive to them 
in comparative ease. Many of the large stumps and old logs 
have been removed from the trails and paths branching off 
the main road. Some of the underbrush between the road 
and the pond has been cleared up. 


The Park Commissioners plan to continue with this 
project during the coming year, with some further work on 
the roads, and a more intensive program of thinning the 
stands of timber and the removal of dead logs and fallen 
trees. 


There were no large items of equipment purchased dur- 
ing the year. The raft at the bathhouse was completely re- 
built, however, and plans for the year 1949 include considera- 
tion of the purchase of new diving boards, and to some work 
on the land about the bathhouse, none of which would be ex- 
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tensive. New shade trees have been ordered for planting in 
the spring of 1949. These will be set out near the bathhouse 
to provide more shade for both bathers and visitors.

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REGULATIONS OF THE SCHOOL DEPARTMENT. 


No pupil may enter the kindergarten unless he will be five 
years old on or before October first. 


No pupil may enter the first grade unless he will be six 
years old on or before October first. 


When a pupil first enters the public schools of Hopedale 
he must present a birth certificate and a vaccination certifi- 
cate. 


Any pupil who has been out of school on account of any 
contagious disease shall not return to school unless he has se- 
cured from the attending physician or the school physician a 
health certificate stating that all danger of contagion is over. 


The No-School Signal is 2-2-2-2. When the No-School 
signal is sounded at 7.30 A. M., it closes all the schools for the 
day. When it is sounded at 7.45 A. M., it closes the kinder- 
garten and grades one through six for the day, but the junior 
and senior high school will be in session. When it is sounded 
at 12.30 P. M., it closes the kindergarten and grades one 
through six for the afternoon. An effort will be made to have 
the signal announced on radio stations WTAG and WBZA. The 
No-School signal will be reserved for unusually stormy days 
when it appears that it will be dangerous for the health and 
safety of a large proportion of the pupils to attend school. 
There will be some stormy days when the parents must de- 
termine whether it is safe for their own children to attend 
school, taking into consideration the general strength and 
health of the child, and the roads over which he must travel 
to reach school.

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LIBRARIAN'S REPORT. 


The librarian respectfully submits the sixty-third annual 
report. 


Activities in the Bancroft Memorial Library have pro- 
ceeded along the usual lines. 


In the South Hopedale Branch Miss Caldwell is complet- 
ing twenty-five years of faithful service as librarian. For 
fifty weeks of each year she has opened her home on Thursday 
afternoon so that residents in her neighborhood might bor- 
row books and periodicals and use reference volumes. Her 
interest in the reading programs of her community has been 
much appreciated and the good-will of many friends goes to 
her in her retirement. The Branch Library has found a suit- 
able location at the home of Mrs. Asa H. Jones, a place cen- 
trally situated in this fast-growing district. 


The Trustees and library patrons are most appreciative of 
gifts that add to the value of the collection, such as the framed 
group photograph of the Hopedale Zouaves, dated 1887, the 
gift of Mr. S. F. Smith; A Massachusetts Atlas of 1871, pre- 
sented by Mr. E. Z. Wilcox; four volumes giving the pictorial 
history of World War II, the gift of the Hopedale Post of the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars. 


Work in cooperation with the schools forms an important 
part of the library program. In November Book Week pupils 
from the Junior High and elementary grades visited the h- 
brary where historical and other exhibits were on display. 
Many children who had not been in the library before took out 
cards at this time. Several of the grades have gained Reading 
Certificates issued by the State Library Department. The 
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Schools all participated in an art exhibit displayed in the 
Children’s Room during the last weeks of the year with the 
attendance of many visitors. Junior High pupils held an ex- 
hibition of various projects in the Reference Room as a re- 
sult of a year’s work. 


To the Trustees, who are responsible for the good condi- 
tions prevailing at the Library, to the staff who have helped 
to give the public the service they have a right to expect, and 
to the friends who have assisted by reading fiction, apprecia- 
tive thanks are due.
